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Bucharest is the capital municipality, cultural, industrial, and financial centre of Romania. It 
is the largest city in Romania and located in the southeast of the country, at 44°25'57"N 
26°06'14"E, lies on the banks of the Dambovita River, less than 70 km (43.5 mi) north of the 
Danube River.

Bucharest is the primary entry point into Romania. Bucharest is a booming city with many 
large infrastructure projects changing the old face of the city. Known in the past as "The Little 
Paris," Bucharest has changed a lot lately, and today it has become a very interesting mix of 
old and new that has little to do with its former reputation. Finding a 300 year old church 
near a steel-and-glass tower that both sit next to a communist-style building is commonplace 
in Bucharest. Bucharest offers some excellent attractions, and has in recent years has 
cultivated a sophisticated, trendy, and modern sensibility that many have come to expect 
from a European capital. Bucharest has benefited from an economic boom along with the EU 
grants that have helped rebuild parts of the city, including the revamped old town. Those 
who have known Bucharest in the past but have not visited recently will be surprised by the 
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changes that are taking place. The largest project finished at this time is the impressive 
Basarab overpass, which is Europe's widest cable bridge. 


Bucharest was first mentioned in documents in 1459. It became the capital of Romania in 
1862 and is the centre of Romanian media, culture and art. Its architecture is a mix of 
historical (neo-classical), interbellum (Bauhaus and art deco), communist-era and modern. 
In the period between the two World Wars, the city's elegant architecture and the 
sophistication of its elite earned Bucharest the nickname of "Little Paris" (Micul Paris). 
Although buildings and districts in the historic city centre were heavily damaged or 
destroyed by war, earthquakes, and above all Nicolae Ceausescu's program of 
systematization, many survived. In recent years, the city has been experiencing an economic 
and cultural boom. 


According to 2011 census, 1,883,425 inhabitants live within the city limits, a decrease from 
the figure recorded at the 2002 census. The urban area extends beyond the limits of 
Bucharest proper and has a population of about 1.9 million people. Adding the satellite towns 
around the urban area, the proposed metropolitan area of Bucharest would have a 
population of 2.27 million people. According to Eurostat, Bucharest has a larger urban zone 
of 2,183,091 residents. According to unofficial data, the population is more than 3 million. 
Bucharest is the 6th largest city in the European Union by population within city limits, after 
London, Berlin, Madrid, Rome, and Paris. 


Economically, Bucharest is the most prosperous city in Romania and is one of the main 
industrial centres and transportation hubs of Eastern Europe. The city has big convention 
facilities, educational institutes, cultural venues, traditional "shopping arcades" and 
recreational areas. 


The city proper is administratively known as the "Municipality of Bucharest" (Municipiul 
Bucuresti), and has the same administrative level as that of a national county, being further 
subdivided into six sectors, each governed by a local mayor. 


Language 


Most younger educated people will speak English reasonably well and will likely be 
proficient in one or more second Romance languages; most educated people born before 
about 1970 will speak French, Spanish or Italian reasonably well. The Roma people (Gypsies) 
speak their native Romany, as well as Romanian, and sometimes English as well. Beyond that, 
as in any major city, there will be a smattering of other languages like Chinese, Arabic, 
Turkish, Hungarian and German.

Climate 


Bucharest, like most of Romania, has a temperate-continental climate with hot summers and 
cold winters. This region of Romania gets all four seasons, although spring is brief and falls 
mainly in April. The average high daily temperature in summer is about 29°C and in winter 
about 2°C. It can get really hot and dry during the summer (30°C) and really cold during the 
winter (-20°C), even though temperatures below -12°C are extremely rare. Best time to visit 
is April through June, September through October and early December.

Administration

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Bucharest has a unique status in Romanian administration, since it is the only municipal area 
that is not part of a county. Its population, however, is larger than that of any other Romanian 
county, hence the power of the Bucharest General Municipality (Primaria Generald), which 
is the capital's local government body, is the same as any other Romanian County Council. 


The city government is headed by a general mayor (Primar General). Decisions are approved 
and discussed by the capital's General Council (Consiliu General) made up of 55 elected 
councilors. Furthermore, the city is divided into six administrative sectors (sectoare), each 
of which has their own 27-seat sectoral council, town hall and mayor. The powers of the local 
government over a certain area are therefore shared both by the Bucharest Municipality and 
the local sectoral councils with little or no overlapping of authority. The general rule is that 
the main Capital Municipality is responsible for citywide utilities such as the water and 
sewage system, the overall transport system and the main boulevards, while sectoral town 
halls manage the contact between individuals and the local government, secondary streets 
and parks maintenance, schools administration and cleaning services. 


The six sectors are numbered from one to six and are disposed radially so that each one has 
under its administration a certain area of the city centre. They are numbered clockwise and 
are further divided into sectoral quarters (cartiere) which are not part of the official 
administrative division: 


e Sector 1 (population 227,717): Dorobanti, Baneasa, Aviatiei, Pipera, Aviatorilor, 
Primaverii, Romana, Victoriei, Heradstrau Park, Bucurestii Noi, Damaroaia, 
Straulesti, Grivita, 1 Mai, Baneasa Forest, Pajura, Domenii, Chibrit 

e Sector 2 (population 357,338): Pantelimon, Colentina, Iancului, Tei, Floreasca, 
Mosilor, Obor, Vatra Luminoasa, Fundeni, Plumbuita, Stefan cel Mare, Baicului 

e Sector 3 (population 399,231): Vitan, Dudesti, Titan, Centrul Civic, Dristor, 
Lipscani, Muncii, Unirii 

e Sector 4 (population 300,331): Berceni, Oltenitei, Giurgiului, Progresul, 
Vacaresti, Timpuri Noi, Tineretului 

e Sector 5 (population 288,690): Rahova, Ferentari, Giurgiului, Cotroceni, 13 
Septembrie, Dealul Spirii 

e Sector 6 (population 371,060): Giulesti, Crangasi, Drumul Taberei, Militari, 
Grozavesti (also known as Regie), Ghencea 


Like all other local councils in Romania, the Bucharest sectoral councils, the capital's General 
Council and the mayors are elected every four years by the population. Additionally, 
Bucharest has a prefect, who is appointed by Romania's national government. The prefect is 
not allowed to be a member of a political party and his role is to represent the national 
government at the municipal level. The prefect is acting as a liaison official facilitating the 
implementation of National Development Plans and governing programs at local level. 


The Municipality of Bucharest, along with the surrounding IIfov County and several other 
neighbouring counties are part of the Bucharest development region project, which is 
equivalent to NUTS-II regions in the European Union and is used both by the Union and the 
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Romanian government for statistical analysis and regional development planning. The 
Bucharest development region is not, however, an administrative entity yet. 


Justice system

Bucharest's judicial system is similar to that of the Romanian counties. Each of the six sectors 
has its own local first instance court (judecatorie), while more serious cases are directed to 
the Bucharest Tribunal (Tribunalul Bucuresti), the city's municipal court. The Bucharest 
Court of Appeal (Curtea de Apel Bucuresti) judges appeals against decisions taken by first 
instance courts and tribunals in Bucharest and in five surrounding counties (Teleorman, 
Jalomita, Giurgiu, Calarasi and Ilfov). Bucharest is also home to Romania's supreme court, 
the High Court of Cassation and Justice, as well as to the Constitutional Court of Romania. 


Bucharest has a municipal police force, the Bucharest Police (Politia Bucuresti), which is 
responsible for policing of crime within the whole city, and operates a number of divisions. 
The Bucharest Police are headquartered on Stefan cel Mare Blvd. in the city centre, and at 
precincts throughout the city. From 2004 onwards, each Sector City Hall also has under its 
administration a Community Police force (Politia Comunitara), dealing with local community 
issues. Bucharest also houses the General Inspectorates of the Gendarmerie and the National 
Police. 
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Crime 


Bucharest's crime rate is rather low in comparison to other European capital cities, with the 
number of total offenses declining by 51% between 2000 and 2004, and by 7% between 
2012 and 2013. The violent crime rate in Bucharest remains very low, with 11 murders and 
983 other violent offenses taking place in 2007. Although violent crimes fell by 13% in 2013 
compared to 2012, there were 19 recorded murders (18 of which the suspects were 
arrested). 


Although in the 2000s, there were a number of police crackdowns on organized crime gangs, 
such as the Camataru clan, organized crime generally has little impact on public life. Petty 
crime, however, is more common, particularly in the form of pickpocketing, which occurs 
mainly on the city's public transport network. Confidence tricks were common in the 1990s, 
especially in regards to tourists, but the frequency of these incidents has since declined. 
However, in general, theft was reduced by 13.6% in 2013 compared to 2012. Levels of crime 
are higher in the southern districts of the city, particularly in Ferentari, a socially 
disadvantaged area. 


Although the presence of street children was a problem in Bucharest in the 1990s, their 
numbers have declined in recent years, now lying at or below the average of major European 
capital cities. A documentary called Children Underground depicted the life of Romanian 
street kids in 2001. There are still an estimated 1,000 street children in the city, some of 
whom engage in petty crime and begging. 


Quality of life 


As stated by the Mercer international surveys for quality of life in cities around the world, 
Bucharest occupied the 94th place in 2001 and slipped lower, to the 108th place in 2009 and 
the 107th place in 2010. Compared to it, Vienna occupied No. 1 worldwide in 2011 and 2009. 
Budapest ranked 73rd (2010) and Sofia 114th (2010). Mercer Human Resource Consulting 
issues yearly a global ranking of the world's most livable cities based on 39 key quality-of- 
life issues. Among them: political stability, currency-exchange regulations, political and 
media censorship, school quality, housing, the environment, public safety. Mercer collects 
data worldwide, in 215 cities. The difficult situation of the quality of life in Bucharest is 
confirmed also by a vast urbanism study, done by the Ion Mincu University of Architecture 
and Urbanism.

NICOLAE SFETCU: BUCHAREST TOURIST GUIDE (GHID TURISTIC BUCURESTI) 


Bucurestiul are un statut unic in administratia romaneasca, deoarece acesta este singurul 
municipiu care nu este parte dintr-un judet. Populatia sa, cu toate acestea, este mai mare 
decat a oricarui judet si, prin urmare, nivelul Primdariei Generale a Municipiului Bucuresti, 
organismul administratiei publice locale, este la aproximativ acelasi nivel, daca nu mai mare, 
ca cel a consiliilor judetene. 


Administratia orasului este condusa de un Primar General. Deciziile sunt aprobate si 
discutate de catre Consiliul General, alcatuit din 55 de consilieri alesi. In plus, orasul este 
impartit in sase sectoare administrative, dintre care fiecare cu propriul consiliu sectorial din 
27 membri, primarie si primar. Competentele administratiei locale intr-o anumita zona sunt, 
prin urmare, impartite intre Primaria Municipiului Bucuresti si consiliile locale, sectoriale, 
cu o foarte mica suprapunere de autoritate. Regula generala este ca Primaria Generala este 
responsabila pentru utilitati la nivelul intregului oras, cum ar fi sistemul de apa, sistemul de 
transport si bulevardele principale, in timp ce primariile sectoriale gestioneaza relatia dintre 
bucuresteni si administratia locala, strazile secundare, parcuri, scoli si servicii de curatenie . 


Cele sase sectoare sunt numerotate de unu la sase si sunt dispuse radial, astfel incat fiecare 
au sub administratia lor cate o suprafata din centrul orasului. Ele sunt numerotate in sensul 
acelor de ceasornic si sunt impartite in cartiere, care nu sunt o diviziune administrativa 
oficiala:

Fiecare din cele sase sectoare 
are propria sa instanta locala de prima instanta (judecatorie), in timp ce apelurile de la aceste 
verdicte judecatoresti, si cazuri mai grave, sunt indreptate catre Tribunalul Bucuresti, 
instanta municipala a orasului. Judecatorii Curtii de Apel Bucuresti judeca recursurile 
impotriva deciziilor luate de cdatre tribunale, in Bucuresti si in cinci judete din jur 
(Teleorman, Ialomita, Giurgiu, Caldarasi si Ilfov). Bucurestiul este, de asemenea, sediul Curtii 
Supreme din Romania, Inaltei Curti de Casatie si Justitie, precum si al Curtii Constitutionale 
din Romania. 


Bucurestiul are o politie municipala, Politia Bucuresti, care este responsabila pentru 
prevenirea criminalitatii in fntregul oras, fiind impartita in mai multe diviziuni. Politia 
Bucuresti are sediul pe B-dul Stefan cel Mare. in centrul orasului, precum si in sectiile din 
oras. Incepand cu anul 2004, fiecare primarie de sector are de asemenea sub administratia 
sa Politia Comunitara a sectorului respectiv, care se ocupa cu problemele comunitatii locale. 
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In Bucuresti au sediul, de asemenea, Inspectoratele General ale Jandarmeriei si Politiei 
Nationale. 


Criminalitatea 


Rata criminalitatii din Bucuresti este destul de mica in comparatie cu alte capitale europene, 
cu numarul de infractiuni totale in scadere cu 51% intre 2000 si 2004.Rata criminalitatii 
violente in Bucuresti ramdane foarte scazuta, cu 11 crime si 983 alte infractiuni violente care 
au avut loc in anul 2007. 


Desi in anii 2000 au existat o serie de actiuni ale politiei impotriva bandelor de crima 
organizata, cum ar fi clanul Camataru, acestea au in general un impact redus asupra vietii 
publice. Infractiunile minore, cu toate acestea, sunt mult mai frecvente, in special in forma 
de furturi din buzunare, care au loc in principal pe reteaua orasului de transport public. 
Escrocheriile au fost frecvente fn anii 1990, in special fin ceea ce priveste turistii, dar 
frecventa acestor incidente a scazut. Niveluri ale criminalitatii sunt mai mari fin raioanele de 
sud ale orasului, in special in Ferentari, o zona defavorizata social. 


Desi prezenta copiilor strazii a fost o problema in Bucuresti in anii 1990, numarul lor a scazut 
in ultimii ani, acum fiind situata la sau sub media capitalelor. Exista inca 0 valoare estimata 
de 1.000 de copii ai strazii in oras, dintre care unii se angajeaza fn infractiuni minore si 
cersetorie.

Comparativ cu aceasta, Viena a ocupat primul loc in lume fn 2011 si 2009, 
Budapesta locul 73 (2010) si Sofia 114 (2010). Mercer Human Resource Consulting publica 
anual un clasament global al oraselor din lume cele mai locuibile pe baza a 39 aspecte 
importante ale calitatii vietii, printre care: stabilitatea politica, reglementari privind moneda 
de schimb, cenzura politica si in mass-media, calitatea scolii, locuinte, mediu, siguranta 
publica. Mercer colecteaza datele la nivel mondial in 215 orase. Situatia dificila a calitatii 
vietii in Bucuresti este confirmata, de asemenea, de un studiu de urbanism vast, realizat de 
Universitatea de Arhitectura si Urbanism Ion Mincu.

Bucharest offers some excellent attractions, and during the recent years has cultivated a 
sophisticated, trendy, and modern sensibility that many have come to expect from a 
European capital. 

Perhaps the most prominent landmark is the Palace of the Parliament, built in the 1980s 
during the reign of Communist dictator Nicolae Ceausescu. The largest Parliament building 
in the world, the Palace houses the Romanian Parliament (the Chamber of Deputies and the 
Senate), as well as the National Museum of Contemporary Art. The building boasts one of the 
largest convention centres in the world. 

Culture in Bucharest, included within the whole Romanian culture, is a unique culture, which 
is the product of its geography and its distinct historical evolution. Romanians, (Proto- 
Romanians, including Aromanians, Megleno-Romanians, and Istro-Romanians) are the 
descendants of the ancient people indigenous to the Balkans, but have been Romanized. 
Bucharest has a growing cultural scene, in fields including the visual arts, performing arts 
and nightlife. Unlike other parts of Romania, such as the Black Sea coast or Transylvania, 
Bucharest's cultural scene has no defined style, and instead incorporates elements of 
Romanian and international culture.
